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Report of School Board.

The school year for 1895 has been the same as for a few 
years past, thirty weeks. Nine schools have been maintained 
instead of eight as formerly. Fourteen different teachers have 
been employed. 

It has been necessary during the year to make a few changes 
in teachers for different reasons. Five changes in all were 
made, the most of which have proved to have been for the better. 

The schools for the year have been fairly successful, although 
for the first half of the year some of them were hardly up to the 
standard in which we would have liked to have seen them. 


We wish to give due credit to our present corps of teachers 
who have labored so faithfully to bring their different schools up 
to their present good condition. 


It has been the aim of the board to procure the very best 
teachers that could be had for the salary offered, in all cases 
giving the preference to the teachers of our own town when they 
eould be had, without detriment to the schools. 

The school at East Northwood has been graded during the 
year as it was found to be too large for one teacher to do it 


justice. 

A room was hired forthe primaiy department in the Masonic 
building, but at best this room was found to be too small and 
inconvenient, 

After considering the matter from different standpoints it 
was thought to be better and cheaper to divide the school-house 
and thus make two rooms sufficiently large for both departments, 

We were led to think that the rooms would be iarge enough 
from the fact that for the last ten years the largest number of 
scholars enrolled for any one term was fifty one; and we thought 
that on account of the present state of business this number would 
not be increased but rather diminished. But what are the facts ¢ 

Instead of the fifty which were expected, there are at present 
seventy five scholars enrolled in both departments, thus making 
both rooms very much crowded. 2 

It will have to be left with the district to provide different 
arrangements for the accommodation of the schools, either by | 
enlarging the house or by building another one sufficiently large 
to accommodate both schools. 
| The last legislature gave us some new school laws. — All 
teachers not holding state certificates are now required to take 
an examination once.a year; but the state superintendant holds 
thatan examination of a school may be regarded as an examina- 
tion of its teacher. 

The school year for teachers, scholars, and state statisties, 
begins with the fall term. The fiscal year begins Feb. 16, and 
the Official year from school meeting as heretofore. 

The school money required by law will be $1320.00 as 
against $1004.50 four years ago, 

A compulsory attendance bill passed both houses but was 
vetoed by the Governor, fortunately we believe. That matter 
is of greater difficulty than would at first appear. the present 
_ law is effective only against responsible parties. By-laws apply 


only to children and do not touch parents, the parties most to 
blame. 

If any thing is to be done with parents of whom fines can- 
not be collected, we must have a law applying the penalty of 
imprisonment. Are the towns willing to support dependant 
families, while their heads ave serving terms of imprisonment 
for this offence ¢ Is it possible to enact a compulsory attendance 
law without repealing the provision which allows school boards 
to expel scholars for rebellion or gross misconduct? Is the child 
to be forced into school merely to be turned out again if he refuses 
to obey rules? have we teachers that can govern in every emer- 
gency, all children to the age of sixteen, not to mention the fact 
that-children over sixteen have the right to attend? Is it wise to 
compel children to attend beyond the age at which they may be 
married ? 

There is great difficulty in enforcing any law that invades 
the family. It is hard to prove health when obscure diseases are 
alleged. School children must be properly clothed. If parents 
plead inability the town will have to aid. Certain families will 
come to demand new suits at the begining of every term. 

Perhaps a compulsory law could be framed that could be 
enforced, but the burden of enforcement would be greater than 
should be imposed on the small and declining towus, already 
overtaxed and heavily burdened with pauperism as inany of 
them are, 

In most places increased requirement would mean only in- 
creased lawlessness. 

At present, in Northwood hardly any under fourteen and 
but few under sixteen attend less than the required twelve weeks. 

Will it not be better to expend our money and effort in mak- 
~ing our schools as good and attractive as possible, so that all will 
feel it a privilege to send their children, than to waste our strength 
and resources and alienate the feelings of some, in fruitless at- 


tempts to compel attendance.
